(2) For a part-time scholar, the accu-
mulation of periods of part-time
courses of study that is equivalent to
an ‘‘academic year’” under paragraph
(a)(1) of this definition.

(b) Act means the Individuals with
Disabilities Education Act, as amend-
ed, 20 U.S.C. 1400 et seq.

(c) Early intervention services means
early intervention services as defined
in section 632(4) of the Act and includes
early intervention services to infants
and toddlers with disabilities, and as
applicable, to infants and toddlers at
risk for disabilities under sections
632(1) and 632(5)(b) of the Act.

(d) Full-time, for purposes of deter-
mining whether an individual is em-
ployed full-time in accordance with
§304.30 means a full-time position as
defined by the individual’s employer or
by the agencies served by the indi-
vidual.

(e) Related services means related
services as defined in section 602(26) of
the Act.

(f) Repayment means monetary reim-
bursement of scholarship assistance in
lieu of completion of a service obliga-
tion.

(g) Scholar means an individual who
is pursuing a degree, license, endorse-
ment, or certification related to spe-
cial education, related services, or
early intervention services and who re-
ceives scholarship assistance under sec-
tion 662 of the Act.

(h) Scholarship means financial as-
sistance to a scholar for training under
the program and includes all disburse-
ments or credits for tuition, fees, sti-
pends, books, and travel in conjunction
with training assignments.
